WASHINGTON <AP)-U. S. of- 


ficials fervently hope West Ger- 
man politicians can get through 
the final month of their national 
election campaign without further 
complicating the dangerous East- 
\VQ|t crisis over Berlin. 


The votes will be cast Sept. 17, 


determining the choice between 
Chancellor 
Konrad 
Adenauer, 


Christian Democrat, and Berlin 
Mayor Willy Brandt, Social Dem- 
ocrat. Until that date, there will 
be constant risk the Berlin situa- 
tion may become more deeply 
and explosively involved in cam- 
paign debate. 


American authorities, preoccu- 


pied with the task of developing 
a firm but nonprovocative oppo- 
sition 
to Moscow's

wtould like to. see

whole issue soft-pedaled in West 
German domestic politics. They 
were disturbed in this respect by 
moves made by Brandt and Aden- 
auer this week. 


There is reason to believe that, 


where possible, American author- 
itO« in Washington and in Bonn 
and Berlin urge the view that all 
discussions of Berlin problems be 
dealt with in the most sober, dip- 
lomatic and nonpolilical manner 
—in a spirit of bipartisan 
ap- 


proach.

ohoc today granted the state n 
temporary 
injunction 
against 


Newburgh's controversial lighten 
ing program on relief recipients. 


Donohoe signed the injunction 


Thursday at his home in Cold 
Springs and officially filed the pa 
pcrs today at, the Orange County 
"ouilhoiue in Gorhcn. The justice 
i;id heard stale and city' argu 
ments on the matter at a hearing 
here Aug. -1. 


Newburgh, with an increasingly 


heavy relief load, had sought to 
require, able bodied relief recipi- 
ents to work, end relief payments 
to women bearing more illegiti 
male children, and set up other 
restrictions. 


City Manager Joseph Mitchell, 


spearhead of the lightened \vel 
fare program, said I'he city would 
appeal. 


A second step is necessary be 


fore the decision becomes effec 
live. That will be the issuance of 
an order to the city as a follow to 
the injunction. 


The order, .specifically 
direct 


ing Die city officials to end the 
new welfare plan, is expected to 
be issued by Donohoc in a few 
clays. 


If the defendants' feel that the 


welfare laws of the .state of New 
York are inadequate' to accom

the country's major makers of 
wonder drugs and three of their 
top executives, have been indict- 
ed on charges of price rigging 
and monopoly. 


The defendants are accused of 


maintaining 
unreasonably high 


prices passed 
on to patients, 


druggists and hospitals.

Thursday by a federal grand jury 
after

16-month investigation 


were: Chas. Pfizer 
Co., Inc., 


and its president, John E. Me- 
Keen; American Cyanamid Co. 
and its board chairman, Wilbur 
G. Malcolm; and Bristol-Myers 
Co. and its president, Frederic N. 
Schwartz. 


All denied the charges. 
The 
government claims 
the 


three companies control about 70 
per cent of the market for three 
of the most widely used antibi- 
otics — aureomycin, terramycin 
and tetracycline1,, all valuable1 in 
treating infectious diseases. 
In 


3959 retail sales of these drugs 
totaled $250 million. 


Tetrncycline also is known un- 


der the trade names achromycin. 
tctracyn, polycycline, sleclin and 
panmycin. 


All the drugs are dispensed on 


a physician's prescription. 


The three companies were ac- 
iiisecl by the government of wilh- 
lolding information and mislead- 
ng the U.S. Patent Office in or- 
ler to obtain the tetracycline pa- 
ent. 
Named in the indictment as co- 
mspirators but not defendants, 
were Olin Mathieson Chemical 
lorp., parent company of E. R. 
Squibb 
Sons, and the Upjohn 


!o. of Kalamazoo, Mich. 
The indictment charged that 


mtil November, 1953, American 
tyanamid's aureomycin and Pfiz- 
sr's terramycin were practically 
nlone in the antibiotics field. In 
hat month and year, Pfizer, Cy- 
nnamid and Bristol-Myers sought 
Jatents orv the newly developed 
etracycline, said the indictment.

;ompetitive with terramycin and 
aureomycin and represented a 
threat to the continuation of their 
lominant positions and unreason- 
ably high profits," it added. "Pfiz- 
>r and Cyanamid also knew that 
unless one of them could obtain 
3 product patent on tetracycline, 
prices of broad-spectrum antibi- 
otic products could become com- 
petitive." 


As a result, the government 


contends, a deal was made where- 
by Pfizer, with the aid of Cyan- 
amid, obtained the tetracycline 
patent, and then exclusively li- 
censed 
Cyanamid and Bristol- 


Myers to manufacture the drug. 


The government charges the 


defendant companies had refused 
to sell bulk tetracycline to any 
companies except Squibb and Up- 
john, upon agreement of the lat- 
ter to purchase all their, supplies 
From Bristol-Myers. 


The indictment carries a max- 


imum penalty on conviction of 
:hree years imprisonment and 
$150,000 fines' gainsti the compa- 
nies.
